T. R. Woodbridge received the fol- 
lowing letter from a friend in Paris, 
which will prove of interest to News 
readers: 






















Paris, May 21st, 191%. 
Dear Mr. Woodbridge:—My reasen 
for not having answered your kind 
letter before is that I wanted ‘to 
give some information about my ‘fu- 
ture fate. 

My absence from New York should 
have been a short one, but mean- 
while the momentous change in the 
situation on your side has made my 
return there useless, and the call 
from the front could no longer be 
resisted. 

After a few weeks’ rest which have 
been very beneficial] #) me—the more 
so as my father’s condition thas im- 
proved considerably—I am mow on 
the eve of leaving for the front to 
join the Russian troops fighting on 
the. western front. 

Before doing s0, I ‘wish to express 
the hope that I may have ‘the pleas- 
ure of seeing you here some time— 
also to say how my heart beat when 
your noble country stood up for the 
principles which we have ‘been vin- 
dicating all along, and how I admire 
your people for ‘having, up to now, 
done the right thing in ‘every direc- 
tion. It is sucha rare sight in his- 
tory to see a nation appropriating 
the benefit of other nations’ expefi- 
ence.

packed, labeled and stenciled, were 
forwarded to the supply headquar- 
ters in San Francisco. The boxes 
were packed with soldiers’ hospital 
outfita and gauze bandages, The 
contents represented an outlay of 
nearly three hundred dollars in 
money, and many times that in 
hours of palnstaking labor on the 
part of devoted Upland women,

However, a great} 
economy in tin can be effected by 
home cooking of such products dur- 
ing the present shortage. 

Fiber containers are, recommend- 


ed for the distribution by the re- 
tailer of many foodstuffs, including 
milk, cream, buttermilk, ice cream, 


oysters, sirups, marshmallow creams, 
dried fruits, preserves, jellies, mince- 
meat, horseradish, relishes, pickels, 





to facilitate the supply and move- 
‘ment of machinery for producing 
cans. The department desires in 


every practicable way to promote the 
present and permanent prosperity 
of the tin can industry. There is 
no possible doubt of the steady and 
growing demand for its products. 
Tin plate is 98 per cent steel and 
2 per cent tin. Steel is the backbone 
of war, and the mills have not been 
to keep all their customers 
fully supplied at all times. More- 
over, abnormal freight demands 
have made prompt deliveries uncer- 
tain. There have also been de- 
ereased imports of pig tin, due to 
decreased production and reduced 
shipping facilities. It is not surpris- 
ing, therefore, that the tin plate 
makers cannot provide the can 
manufacturers with sufficient plate 
to enable them to meet the increase 
in the demand for cans, which is 25 
to 40 per cent greater than it Was 
‘last year. 
It fs therefore imperative that the 
available supply of cans be utilized, 
im so far as possible, for packing 
products that can be preserved only 
in tin, and that substitutes be used’ 
for other products wherever practic: 
able: Such containers should be 
cheaper than tin, so that the ultimate” 
benefit from lower costs may offset’ 
the iilitial] expense of the substitu: 
tion.

Fiber Containers for Packing and 
the Wholesale Trade 

It is claimed that dry products 
such as coffee, tea, alum, baking 
powder, spices, raisins, and prunes 
may be successfully packed by pro- 
ducers and manufacturers in paper 
or fiber containers. For some of 


those products, bags fined with tin- 
foil have been in successful use for 
ten years or more and they form arf; 
attractive package that is said to be 
moisture proot. 

Other commodities usually packed 
in tin could be marketed as well in| 
paper or fiber, with the advantage 
of lower cost. Among these tobacco} 
occupies a conspicuous position, and | 
other articles are lye, cleansers, soap | 
powders, shoe polfshes, metal pol-| 
ishes, soaps and shaving . prepara-| 
tions, toflet articles; such as talcum’) 
powder, and varius dry drugs and 


chemicals. Paper containers are al- 
so seggested for preserved fruits 
and fellfes made at’ home. Cloth 


sacks for tobacco and wood for sir- 
ups amd molasses are also recom-} 
mended where retail sales can be 
made im bulk.

HOW CAN WE MAKE MORE 
HUMUS? 
= B&B 


The members of the Southern Cal- 
ifornia section of the American 
Chemical society touched lightly on 
chemistry of petroleum and its va 
tious derivatives, and chemistry sub- 
jects other than agriculture, at its 
last banquet and monthly meeting in 
Los Angeles. Agricultural chemis- 
try and somewhat of physics had 
the boards for the evening. Ad- 
dresses were made by Dr. J. F. Brea- 
zeale, Dr. W. P. Kelley and Dr. Mc- 
Beth, all of the department of ag- 
riculture, engaged in special soil in- 
vestigations at Riverside. 

Dr. Breazeale referred to the prob- 
lem of soil fertility as the great- 
est which now confronts the Ameri- 
can farmer. His discussion had to 
do with the problems which confront 
the soil chemist, and in this dis- 
cussion he referred to theory of 
Milton Whitney, who is soil phy- 
sicist, and chief of the bureau of 
soils, in effect that there is little 
difference in productive value of va- 
rious soils from the standpoint of 
the chemical content, but that quan- 
tity and quality of crops are more 
influenced by toxic substances in the 
soil than by elements of fertility 
such as nitrogen, phosphorus and 
potash. The remainder of Dr. Brea- 
zeale’s address had so much to do 
with ions, cations, anions, electro- 
lysis and other scientific questions 
of soil make-up that the laymen be- 
came hopelessly involved. Dr. Kel- 
ley, who was supported by Dr. Mc- 
Beth in an informal talk, gave us a 
shock in the matter of nitrate form- 
ation in soils being slower where 
green manure crops are permitted to 
ripen. 

At one time orchardists generally 
clung to the idea that green ma- 
nure crops should be plowed under 
while lush and green. Decay was 
almost immediate, the nitrates were 
quickly released and less future 
trouble was experienced with the 
orchard. Then came the idea that 
thoroughly ripened green manure 
crops, in which cellulose was devel- 
oped, gave a far greater degree of 
humus, and resulted in more fer- 
tility to the soil. 

Now the scientists, by a series of 
theoretical reasonings, make a show- 
ing that ripened, woody green ma- 
nure crops in which cellulose is de- 
veloped to the fullest, when plowed 
under give opportunity for a war of 
cations and anions which result in 
slower formation of nitrates. That 
there was no ultimate loss was 
agreed. However, it is better that 
Dr. Kelley should state his case: 
Effects of Organic Matter on Nitri- 

trification—By Dr. W. P. Kelley 

There is one factor bearing on ni- 
trification that desrves especial 
mention. I have reference to the ef- 
fect: of carbohydrate. It has been 
known. for some time that soluble 
organic matter tends to “erate 














with nitrate formation in artificial 
cultures and especially in  nitrifica- 
tion studies in solution. Likewise 
it has been shown that the addition 
of any considerable amount of such 
carbohydrates as sugar and ‘starch 
also tend to depress nitrate forma- 
tion. It has become Known in re- 
cent years, however, that still an- 
other class of carbohydrates has the 
power of interfering with nitrate for- 
mation and that to a marked de- 
gree. The class referred to is the 
celluloses. 

In all probability the several 
Classes of carbohydrates interfere 
with nitrate formation in soils for 
more or less the same reason, name- 
ly, through stimulating the non-ni- 
trifying organisms. In the presence 
of carbohydrate certain organisms 
are stimulated which have the power 
of feeding no nitrates, thus decom- 
posing and reducing the nitrate sup- 
ply that is present. Therefore the 
amount of nitrate that is allowed to 
accumulate in the soil is correspond- 
ingly reduced. This aspect of nitri- 
fication has a very decided practica! 
bearing for it is now thoroughly es- 
tablished that the incorporation of 
any considerable amount of organic 
materials high in cellulose or other 
carbohydrates, such as are feund in 
barley straw and strawy materials 
in general, has a tendency to pre- 
vent the accumulation of nitrates in 
soils. I have found, for instance, 
that barley straw, bean straw and 
certain types of manure tend to act 
in this way and others have noted 
the same thing for other substances. 

This need not be interpreted to 
mean that organic matter should not 
;be added to soils. Such is far from 
the case, but rather that organic ma- 
terials high in cellulose in particu- 
lar will tend to prevent the accumu- 
lation of nitrate for a limited time 
lfollowing its application. Conse- 
quently it would seem that such ma- 
| terials as barley straw and strawy 
manure might be more advantage- 
|ously applied some weeks in ad- 
vance of the time when active 


}growth is demanded. If applied in 





and fermentation of the carbohydrate 
material will have time to take 
| place, and later on normal nitrate 
jaccumulation may be expected. In 
jaddition, it is important to state 
that the use of green leguminous 
cover crops does not ordinarily inter- 
fere with nitrification, but on the 
contrary actively stimulates nitrifi- 
eation. I have found, for example, 
that nitrification takes. place rapidly 
from the mere use of the green cov- 
er crops such as Melilotus indica, 
purple vetch, Windsor beans, ete.—

A GREAT GERMAN NAVAL BASE. 


Story of Wiihelmshaven, That Used to 
Be a Desolate Marsh. 
“‘Wilhelmshaven is one of the two 
most important naval stations of 
the German empire,” says a bulletin 
of the National Geographic society. 
“The site of this now strongly 
fortified town of 35,000 inhabitants, 
iven over chiefly to shipyards, dry- 
coe. fitting out harbors, iror¥foun- 
dries and boiler factories, used‘to be 
a desolate, low lying, marshy tract 
of land on the edge of a shallow 
jinlet of the North sea known as 
Jade busen or Jade bay, which had | 
|been formed by inundations in the 
| thirteenth and sixteenth centuries. 
“In 1852, however, the nascent 
spirit of Prussianism awoke to the 
fact that the kingdom did not own 
\2 single inch of seacoast on the 
|North sea. In order to acquire a 
foothold on the western shore of 
Europe the Prussian king purchased
